Both Voluntaara and Draft 



Th* adminiatiation has a bill before 
<;ongres8 to raise an anny of two mil- 
lions men by conscription alone, dis- 
continuing the volunteer method. The 
'Sahate committee shows a majority in 
-CaTor of the measure and the House 
committee majority favors two amend- 
ments. Congress Is now debatInK the 
blU. It proposes to draft the army 
fk«m young men of It to tB yaara of 
casting iou for them as they are 
needed. The majority of the House 
WMnmittee favors raising the minimum 
age to 21 years and extending the max- 
imum age comUderahiy t>eyond IS. AI- 
Mo, to continue aooepttng volunteers 
^luring the four or' five months requir- 
ed to get the drafting machinery Into 
operation. These are the only changes 
proposed and we believe them to be an 
iBiprovement on the original. 

Hm President says the original con- 
aoriptlon bill, 1!> to 25, and no volun- 
teers. Is the IrteJi of the War Di>i>art- 
mert and tin' U^adln^ military oofflcwrs. 

Under our constitution nobody less 
than SI years of age has any Toice in 
State or governmental affairs. All are 
"Infants" In the language and applica- 
tion of our laws until that Age is 
reached. They are denied the rights 
and privileges Uiat the man of 21 and 
over enjoys. They arjs simply the 
property of their parents and guard- 
ians, dependent, nonentltles- 
Tbs questions of capacity, development. 
JudKiniMil, aro not considered — noth- 
ing but the Immutable 71 years of ago 
slakes a'man in the eyes of our laws.

afCalrsT Cltlaaaahlp eairles with It 
great responalbllltlaa — and aerioua du 
ties In a crisis — all of which should he 
bravely and eamsstly shouldered. But 
the prlvUaiss and powen of dtiaea- 
sUp aia not avallabto'to the "nnftot.' 
Therefore, we have no right to demand 
such service as the firing line, where 
life itself is the aaerUioe laid upon the 
altar. , 

We have nar««r aeen a r^itloaa) r«a 
son given for voting one third of the 
death burden of war upon the belpiees, 
voiceless youth of the country. Neither 
do we believe the other two-thlrda 
should be limited to dtiaens of SI to 
It. The fMt that It has bean done by 
other nations and even In our Civil 
War, perliapa, la no Justification. 

The volunteer system gtviw an op 
portunity to many under 21 to enlist If 
they desire^ and this la a very dUTor' 
ent proposition frosa conscripting 
them. 

As stated above, the prop>wed law 
was dictated by military men. These 
are professional warriors. They have 
ehoeen that Une deliberately and made 
it their life study, thus developing the 
war spirit and the severe military 
Ideals. In a way they are thinking 
nIoHk- the juvme llnfe as the Kaiser, be- 
cause he Is the greateet exponent of 
the aUitaiT erima Militarism ooeu- 
pies their nlnds and warps their view 
of our goTanunent and Oountry; It 
their bustna— (heir hobby. Are we 
to surrender to them our Ideals and 
Judgment as to every detail of this re- 
public's policies? It is up to Congress 
to make our laws. It may be all right 
for the Kaiser to throw the boys of 
Germany Into the hell of th€^ trenches. 
A slxteen-yoar-old boy is not a IBOro 
abject slave than a man of 40 In Oer- 
many; he has Just as much voice in the 
affairs of that government as a man — 
which is none at all. But this Is not 
Germany. The United States Is In thin 
war to help crush that very thing — the 
desiMtIsm of military rule, and not to 
fasteq tte curse of It upon ouraelvee. 
Our military men should be oonstiltod 
on all affairs pert.-iining to the war, l>ut 
they ought not to bo permitted to dic- 
tiite every detail. 

The changes proposed will Increase 
the efflclency of the army. Would not 
an army compos^ of men 21 and olde: 
be more etTlclpnt than If 19 and 1!0- 
yeiir-iild \>>iitlis were included? Isn't a 
volunteer soldier as good a fighter as 
a drafted man? Because Oermany, the 
authority on military cruelty, uses boys 
In the lines is not siitTlcient reiison for 
th» repul'ilc of the I'nite.i Stati-s t.i d.. 
8<i, unless the war reaches the stage 
where It la absolutely necessary. 

Congreaaman W. J. Fields, of this 
district, haa taken a atond In favor of 
making 21 the lowest age for conscrip- 
tion, we are glad to say. Also, he wants 
the volunteer system continued while 
the conscription details are being car- 
ried out He tavora giving the Pres- 
ident full power to proceed with con- 
scription and It Is only In these two 
particulars thai he asks for any change 
In the administration bill. RIa posi- 
tion la being misrepresented by soms 
people for evident reasons, and by oth- 
ers who do not know the truth. But 
ha has the courage of his convictions 
and will not be swerved from the path 
of duty ^^^^S^^^^JJSJ^
